T HERE is, I believe, neither exaggeration 

nor brag, in the statement I venture to 
make, that so many book rarities as are 
described in the present list, can nowhere 
in America be found united in a single assemblage. 
A similar assertion applied to European libraries, 
other than public collections, would perhaps be no- 
less true. 

It is frequently alleged in America that Europe is 
the home of crumbling institutions and of society in 
decay ; that her people are dwindling and degenera¬ 
ting amid the glorious ruins of a Past which can 
never be renewed. Without feeling at all disposed 
to swallow such doctrine, I can freely avouch, from 
wide experience, that Art and Literature have a far 
greater number (absolutely and relatively) of intelli¬ 
gent votaries in America than in England. Even 
the satirical remarks which are heard in Europe 
about “ Yankee sight-seers,” may be traced to a 
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dim self-consciousness of apathy towards things 
which should evoke enthusiastic interest. In the 
old world, we revere the Past but are little curious 
about its monuments; in the new world, there is an 
ardent spirit of inquiry which perhaps diminishes 
the quantity of reverence but decidedly enlarges 
familiarity with objects and subjects more cherished 
but less known in Europe. 

I have, therefore, reason to expect that the books 
and manuscripts now collected for exhibition will, in 
America, attract the attention of a number of appre¬ 
ciative visitors far greater than it would be possible 
to draw to such a display in Europe. A chrono¬ 
logical arrangement has been adopted as harmonizing 
better than any other with the course of inductive 
study, which has no doubt formed the intellectual 
training of American bibliophiles. 

The first section comprises Manuscripts, of 
which there are only twenty-eight specimens. 
These, however, include typical examples ranging 
from the eighth to the sixteenth century, all of 
artistic character. The first is a volume of match¬ 
less interest, being one of those imperial codices 
written in letters of gold on purple vellum, of which 
this is probably the only example now to be found 
outside the old national libraries of Europe ; being 
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excessively rare even in those collections. It was 
produced, probably at Tours, about a.d. 75 °* The 
German palaeographer Wattenbach, and others at 
Berlin, hold that it was written in England, about 
eighty years earlier, for St. Wilfrid of York. French 
palaeographers consider that it was written about 
77o, for the Emperor Charles the Great (called 
Charlemagne) immediately after his accession to 
the throne of the Frankish kingdom. In either 
case, it is a monumental volume of extraordinary 
value, and its singular beauty may be recognized by 
even the least experienced eye. The MS. was 
presented to Henry VIII, in or soon after 1521, in 
token of gratitude for his defence of the Church 
against Luther, and a blank purple page at the 
beginning was utilized to record the donation in a 
few Latin verses. These verses are written in gold 
capitals, and a fine drawing of the royal arms 
appears above them, which, according to Watten¬ 
bach, must be regarded as Holbein’s work. If so, 
the presentation to the King cannot have taken 
place before 1526, the year of Holbein’s arrival in 
England. 

It was not till the latter part of the thirteenth 
century that MSS. began to be multiplied in tran¬ 
scripts; and all codices written before 1250, are 
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extremely rare. Here, however, there is an example 
from each century between the eighth and the 
thirteenth; the first and the second being Frankish, 
the third English, the fourth and fifth German, the 
sixth, seventh and eighth English. Among these 
the Huntingfield Psalter, written in Suffolk about 
a.d. 1170, is conspicuous as a splendid example of 
old English or Saxon illumination. One of its 
later miniatures (added after the first artist had 
finished his work, but immediately after) represents 
the murder of Thomas a Becket—an event which 
the prelate’s canonization gave the illuminator a 
right to include in his pictures. The murder took 
place in 1170, the canonization was pronounced in 
1173.—The two German MSS., of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries, are curiously historiated, and exhibit 
a remarkable employment of silver as well as gold 
in the illumination. — There are five specimens of 
fourteenth century work. The French Apocalypse 
and Bible are striking productions of the earlier 
style, with grisaille figures and diapered back¬ 
grounds ; the Livre d’Heures is one of those lovely 
examples of southern French art towards the end 
of the century, which have seldom been surpassed 
in the sensuous beauty of colouring. The remaining 
two are English, of little ornamental value, but

very precious as early English literature. — The 
fifteenth century was the most prolific in MSS., and 
we have here five Italian, five French, two English 
and one German. The Morosini Missal and the 
Mount Olivet Psalter, represent Venetia and 
Tuscany at the two ends of the century; and the 
three classical volumes have a special interest of 
their own. The French volumes include the magni¬ 
ficent Norman Chronicle written for Philippe de 
Crevecoeur, a large Vita Christi full of miniatures, 
and three Livres d’Heures in distinct styles, one of 
them a remarkable Bourbon MS. The English are 
two Prayer Books, one of which belonged to the 
family of Edward IV’s Queen, the other a richly 
ornamented work partly done by a Flemish hand. 
The German one is the celebrated Belial Book, with 
curious Suabian miniatures.—In the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury we have the superb Castelnau Breviary and 
the Cassiodorus MS. written for Leo X; with two 
books of lesser note. 

The art of Typographic Printing made its 
appearance, so far as results can give definite proof, 
in 1454 at Mentz. The first practisers of the art 
were three men called John, John, and Peter, work¬ 
ing as a single firm. The first book in the present 
collection bears date 1459 and was printed by John 
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and Peter, i.e. Fust and Schoeffer, in that city, after 
the other John had been thrown out of the partner¬ 
ship. The Psalter of 1459 is remarkable as the cost¬ 
liest volume which has ever been sold ; but it is more 
interesting as the finest example of ornamental typo¬ 
graphy which the world has yet seen. This is a 
marvellous fact, considering that it was produced in 
the very cradle of the art. We have, under 1466, 
the last book printed by Fust and Schoeffer; and 
under 1467 the first book printed by Schoeffer alone 
after Fust’s death. The Catholicon of 1460 is also 
here; the one book attributed to John the First 
(Gutenberg) after his severance from John and 
Peter. We have also under (1461 ?) two books 
similarly printed in Mentz at an unknown press 
different from Fust and Scheffer’s. One of the two 
is in the Catholicon type, and was probably Guten¬ 
berg’s ; the other more nearly resembles Schoffer’s 
style but was apparently not his.—The capture of 
Mentz and the destruction of material in the assault, 
in October, 1462, caused the migration of most of 
the journeymen-printers to other towns and other 
lands, and the establishment of the press everywhere. 
Here we have the first book printed in Italy 
(Subiaco) under the year 1465 ; under 1469, the first 
two books printed in Venice;—under 1470, the first 
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dated book printed in Switzerland, and also the first 
book printed at Foligno.—Between 1470 and 1475, 
there are the masterpieces of Jenson’s and Vindelin’s 
presses at Venice, books sumptuously printed on 
vellum and splendidly illuminated like manuscripts. 
Amongst them may be specified the Virgil and the 
Livy of 1470, the Pliny of 1472, and the St. Augustine 
of 1475; with which should also be mentioned the 
Florentine Horace of 1482.—A couple of specimens 
from Paris and Lyons appear under 1476 and 1477.— 
Caxton is represented by five books: two of them 
(the Game of Chess and the Quatre derrenieres 
Choses) produced at Bruges in 1474 an d I 475 l three 
of them in England : Gower 1483, Lydgate’s Our 
Lady 1484, and the Chastysing of Goddes Children 
1490,—this last being not only his latest production, 
but also the first book printed in England with a 
title-page.—Caxton’s English contemporaries are 
represented, under 1483, by Anwykill’s grammatical 
treatise printed at Oxford; under 1484 and i486, by 
the Book and the Chronicle printed at St. Alban’s; 
under 1484, by the Chronicle which William of 
Mechlin printed in London.—To the class of early 
Typography a small supplement is appended, con¬ 
sisting of a couple of specimens of the rare 
Florentine press of Alopa, at which the books were 
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printed in capitals; the famous Mozarabic Liturgy 
of Cardinal Ximenes, printed at Toledo in 1500; and 
a few Aldine impressions, including the first book 
which Aldus printed (1494), his first Virgil, Horace, 
Martial, and Petrarch (the earliest issues of Italic 
types), and a couple of books on vellum. 

Amongst Woodcut Books, there will be found 
twenty-four specimens of German execution, pro¬ 
duced at Cologne, Ulm, Liibeck, Augsburg, Mentz, 
Nurnberg, Basel, Strassburg, and Frankfurt between 
1460 and 1550; including the first Breydenbach, the 
Schatzbehalter, the Nurnberg Chronicle, three of 
Albert Diirer’s books, the first Tewrdank, and the 
first issues of woodcuts by Beham, Scheuffelein, and 
others.—Eight Italian examples, from 1472 to 1510, 
including the Valturius which was the first book 
printed at Verona (1472), the beautiful Ketham of 
Venice, 1493, and the rare Aquila ZEsop of the 
same year, the Bergomensis de claris Mulieribus of 
Ferrara 1497, and the famous Poliphilo of Venice 
1499.—Of Dutch execution, there are the Dialogus 
Creaturarum of Gouda, 1480, and a little known 
book printed at Schiedam in 1498.—Five rare 
French books, 1493-1538—include the first edition 
of Holbein’s Bible-prints, published at Lyons in 
1538.—A single Spanish example (of Zaragoza, 1493) 
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and an extremely rare English book (the Pastime of 
People, London, 1529) are added.—Amongst the 
Prayer Books, which are annexed to the class of 
Woodcut-books, will be found Livres d’Heures of 
Pigouchet, Vostre, Kerver, and Geoffroy Tory; and 
two editions of Queen Elizabeth’s Christian Prayers 


(1578 and 1590). 

Among books with Copper-Engravings, there is 
the Breydenbach printed at Lyons in 1488, which 
contains the first French examples of the art; copies 
of Diirer by Marcantonio; rare prints by Sebald 
Beham; engravings of Wierix and De Bry; and 
Laborde’s exquisite Choix de Chansons. 

A small lot of specimens of the class called 
Illustrated Books {i.e. those which have their 
proper illustrations coloured or illuminated beyond 
the usual state, and those which are enriched with 
drawings, or with additional inserted engravings) 
includes some very beautiful books. One of them is 
Volpato’s coloured copy of his own engravings of 
Raphael’s Loggie; another is a fully-coloured copy 
of Gruner’s Italian Fresco-Decorations ; and Shaw’s 
copies of his own works, carefully repainted and 
reilluminated by himself, are unique as well for that 
reason as for the magnificent bindings in which they 
are clad.— William Blake’s unique Drawings 
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represent the highest effort of his genius; and the 
two engraved books, coloured by himself (Jerusalem, 
and the Marriage of Heaven and Hell) are amongst 
the rarest of his rare prints. The Comus designs 
are an exquisite series, easier by their size to handle 
and examine than the large and sombre pictures 
from Paradise Lost.—The illustrated Clarendon is a 
grand work for an art-gallery. Many of the pictures 
copied for insertion in it at the beginning of last 
century, have since perished or gone astray. 

The section of Bindings will have special interest 
for a limited class of bibliophiles. It includes 
specimens of the various fashions of ornamental 
book-coverings prevalent in England from the time 
of Henry VIII to that of George III; in France 
from the Renaissance to the Revolution ; in Italy 
from the later years of the fifteenth to the middle of 
the seventeenth century; with some examples of 
metal work in an appendix. Amongst the English 
volumes are four decorated in the Grolieresque 
fashion which is so rare outside of France and Italy, 
and which had currency in England only between 
1548 and 1565. There are specimens of fine Le 
Gasconesque work done in England in the second 
half of the seventeenth century; examples of the 
Scottish school are also given; and a book bound by 
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Roger Payne, to whom so many books are wrong¬ 
fully assigned.—-Amongst the French volumes, there 
are examples of Grolier, Diane de Poitiers, and 
others for whom the grand decorative style of the 
sixteenth century was created; of the beautiful work 
of the Eve school (1570-1620); of Marguerite de 
Valois; of the great binder Le Gascon, who wrought 
marvels of ornamentation with fine dots of gold ; of 
the celebrated Boyer, the little-known Duseuil, the 
superb Padeloup, and the magnificent Derome, 
including specimens marked with the labels of the 
last two.—Amongst the Italian specimens are early 
Venetian gilt books, and Aldines in their original 
covers, Canevari bindings of the sixteenth century, 
and Grolieresque volumes done for Popes and 
princes.—The Metal Bindings will speak for them¬ 
selves ; as also will the Ivory Triptych which 
follows the class of bindings. 

Of the section of English Literature, nothing 
need be said, as it is better known in America than 
in England; on the subject of Americana it would 
be impertinent to offer any remarks.
